The auear-rJentera of that eoktuy Buf- 
fered temporary injury from the uipprrt- 
aion of alavery, similar to that experienced 
by the fbck.mt.trTi of New South Wales 
from the discontinuance of trajiaporUtion 
and free labourera from India, Madagatcnr, 
aaaignmcnt. They aonght relief Hy hiring 
Muscat, and other countries. For a lime 
they MKCeeded. and wexeeded well. But 
an outcry waa raiacd in England, that thit 
hiring system waa but slavery under ano- 
ther form. The Whig Ministry joined in 
the clanwur ; inttruFtiooa were sen! to 
the Bengal Government to put a atop to 
it within the trrtitorir* of Britiah India ; 
and hence the ordinance of Ihe Goremor- 
Oeneral in Council to which wt have 
alluded aboye. 

But the tcttleri were not to he put 
down in thia aummary manner. They 
formed ihrratrlrra into a aocicty, 
called " Tlie Maurilhii Free Labour 
Aitocialioh i" and by the energy, pru- 
dence, and untiring penereranre with 
which they pur»U*d their objeet, they at 
rength achieved a complete victory over 
their talumnioua peraeeutort. Sir Liomct. 
SsfTTii, their intelligent and philanthropic 
GoTcmor, who had diatinguiUied faimaelf 
in tba tauae of entannpatioti in the Weal 
I ml if i, became, toon after Ilia aeceaaion lo 
the Government, convinced of Ihe jutlice 
Of their claim i trantmitted copious re- 
porta to Downing-atiect, demonitrating 
tha cruel impolicy of lha prohibitory ordi- 
nance ; and lunrcded in inducing the 
new Conservative Cabinet to cuue tin 
prohibition to be withdrawn. Thit ileci- 
aion waa eommonioated lo Sir Lu»el 
Smith, inadnpatch from Lord Stanley, 
dated the 22nd of January laat. Of thia 
important document w« aubjoin ■ copy, 
and ihal! on a futore day offer audi com. 
menu upon it at nay lead our 
the conclusion wa hare ooracli 
at— namely, that by putiuing the tame 
judieiooi measure, aa thote ml™ by the

Ugeoitaly by the labour of freemen, ai by 
that of ala ecu To bring that aumentoui 
fjile.lif.li to a fair trial, It la rreoiajla that no 
HBMoraaary dlKaurageaierjt tbould br given 
to tba introduction of free labourer, into our 
colonial. Bo far aa it may ba Inavitabbi to 
obetrucl inch Immigration by taking effective 
aaeuriliaa that the immigranti abatl ba In 
lb* fntleat H naa of tha trim, fre. aaenh,^ 
that ob.tiuet»n B.ay be juatiS^ but no 
further. 

WliWit the .id In be drawn from a foreign 
tupply of labour, mark of ihe Hied ctphal 
at prrsent eiliting In Ihe sugar colonies and 
especially in Mauritius, will become cum. 
paratively uKle.i, In addition te ins v*ry 
airioii. lou ttltndanl on iUr.li an extinclion 
of property, wuuld be the still greater evil 
that the colnay m»mi retrograde ill iriallb and 
eirllliatioa beyond the power of reenrety 
within any a.iignable jieriod. 

To three conaklcTatiun. Ire to he iaU*d 
tuck aa directly afTeetlnoie for ahatefK- 
trelion the exl.llbg reatraint. were imposed. 
In tha vaal popnlatiou of India, poverty and 
aj.traai bat too often appear in tba mo.t ap- 
palling form-. Among the Urn raaoureao 
npoH to tha sufferer! far neaping these cala- 
mine,, one ia emigration to Mairnliiu, where 
a constant and large demand fo t ] iho uT 
aii.la. Tn, tnotirre fur Interdicting to them 
thi. relief ought te be at taca clear and 4V 
Budva. 

Anw ngsl those roothres, juitice to the newly 
anuiHipaied etna haa brio allayed. ]ti* 
malnttlntd that we have no moral right toln- 
"oduee rlrali into the market for theli labour, 
atpacislly when .neh rival, art brought than 
at lha expense of tha public revenue j a fund 
lo which it I. aaid the enfraocliiaed nafroas 
contrtbnta so largely, though they hare 
neither voict not laffuancr in the expend iinrc 
of it. 1 cannot subserlba to thajq^ica of this 
reason. Whan the alavta in our colonies 
war* enrnncipa led, they bKam* .ubjeet lo all 
the duties and to .11 tba liabilities of tha free 
members of a Free atale. Industry in their 
calling, was one or those dutlai, and ihr 
penalties conaequent en Indolence and irlf. 
indulgence terra among thoae llabtlillea. I, 
of course, do not mean Ihat any InoJenaiva 
member of society, who earns what is areas, 
sary for the sublicence of himselr and hia 
family, ihould be expoaed to any piininhroent, 
in lha strict and proper srnse of ilut trim, 
beoanse, contenting himself with the bare 
neceiuiies of life, he eoatume. in. idleneM 
time which, well employed, would improve 
hi. com n.ei a and clivals him In the scale of 
society. But if a laift portion of the peapU 
In any colony, eontenling theauilvea to lira 
in lllia m Hiicr, wtthdraia from Ihuae labours 
by which lha eommnnily at large would b* 
enriched and improved, thry can have no 
reasonable around of complain t if meaaurea 
bt taken by Ihe Legialatnra lo ir»l reduce ethtr 
workmen who will undertake Ikedniiei which 
Ihey decline. In fact, by ihus stimulaling 
lbs indolent loa vlgoroiu compelilion, the 
most essential benefit will in reality be ren- 
dered lolhcm in proportion, as a life „f auc- 
ceuful eaerliou is mors conducive to Ibe 
welfare of men, lha. a stale of self-indulgent 
rapoae. Now, however different may be tba 
condition of the emancipated class In many 
or the Weal India Colonies, I hare unforlu- 
nafrly your own testimony to the fact, that 
in Manriliua they .re addicted to idle, ragraul, 
ind tin pro fit sole h.bils. No testimony can 
be or greater weight, beciiue no one has «»- 
hibiled a more eonstitent real for lha welt, 
being of lha negro race, of vindicated their 
general character Hith more pencreliag car* 
neclinai. 

It is funlser objected lo the proposed im- 
migration of Indian labourers, that they will 
brinf with tbetn the psgan supcrstlilons af 
their own country, and the vires hue parable 
fiom them ; lhatihe achema tends loeatabliab 
an Inferior and degraded eaale, with all Ita 
attendant evils, social and morel ; and that 
thus, manner, labour, by being associated 
with Meat of contempt and avevalon, will 
lose tha honauTehleeatimalion srhichoughl to 
attach ii. Whatever may he Ihe force of 
these cetnsidersiions in refer** ce id colonic* 
inhabited exclusively by men of F.uropean 
origin, or by men possctitog the blessings of 
Christianity, knowledge, and civilisation,— 
they are scarcely applicable to lha case of 
Mauritius. I fear it ia not true. In fact, that 
the character of the labouring population la 
that island is such as te be impaired hy lha 
proposed association wilb the natleea of 
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already settled than, and living In the im- 
medial r rieinity oflarge bodin ofihe African 
stee, pot mora advanced than ihemselvea In 
religious knowledge, and In IbeattirrcM- 

liied life. 

Finally, It has been urged as a reason 
against permitting lha removal of Indian 
labourers lo our colonies, that the distant e is 
ia general such as to lo render allogrHirr 
illusory ihe promise or lbs prospect of their 
ultimate reluvn to Ihtir turtles land. Such is 
Ihe ronipartiivr vie Inily of the cenllncat of 

course wilb Mauritius, that an 
labourer might, in that Island, be at a winch 
cosier distance from home then he would be 
in many partt of the coniinaat of India 
itself; and in puint of Tact many of llioie 
who hare already fulfilled their conl Tacts in 
Miuiltlua, hare returned lo India, and hieing 
visited their bmil'ea, and dtnooilad with 
them lb. asaosial of iheir accmsiulttiona, 
would gladly enter into fresh engagements, 
were they not debarred by lha exiilinf law. 

But In discussing la is queaUwn, w* rouat 
not forgel the ira potency of rcetrUrllve tan 
te arrest cffectuslly any trade In which lb* 
interests of a whole community an Involved, 
and to which noaenst of moral obligation ia 
opposed. Such is precisely lb* cast with le- 
aned ta the Introduction ol labourers into 
Mauritius. It is evident from your reports 
■hat lbs unjeney of tha demand Is 
over lha wars legal ebilaeles .hick Interdict 
the practice, and that in incrsaaa of the 
labouring population is In prrarreat by re- 
cruit! from the adjacent countries, and tren 
from India Itaelr, through tore if* 
Tha choice must, therefore, bt at 
some stringent law, doling the porta *f lb. 
island ta all parsons seeking employment 
there, and the admission of cue* penutl* 
upon Mac system carefully devised far the 
prevention lo the utateai tseealhl. extent of 
each abasei aa may reasonably be eppn- 
headed.

protector of tha emigrants. 

Th* order farther prciupaoa*. the gnat, hy 
the Mauri i ins Legislature, of funds to be 
paid aa bountiaa on tbo importation of emi- 
grant I infer tram your despatches that 
there will be no diatndluaiion to make such 
granta, but the revrrH. But it will be necei- 
■ary also, that provision should be made hy 
the colonial law for rertnineratlng such official 
erotortori aa may he appointed by ihe Indian 
At each T>art of embarkation 
an emigration agent mu st alao bo atauoiied on 
behalf of (he Horernmantef ofauriltua, and 
within the island Itaelr must b* astabiUhed an 
ffiear, to he entitled ihe Protector of Emi- 
grants. For the remuneration of the a, 
, provliiob must b* mide from ihe 
Colonial Traantry. The annua] salary of thi 
protaclos of emlsrrants should not be less than 
fflOO. 

The duties of the officers lo be employed 
by your Government, are, I trust, cleoily de- 
fined III the Order in Council. They will ia 
general be to prevent any fraud armlirepre- 
seinjon inducing labourer, lo emigrate — te 
ascertain that Ike •migrant* are persons fit 
for the is /rice, and properly lattaafst— to 
security for the eee. worthiness or tha 
ahlue employed— for Ihe It being proper I) 
tic tn ailed —and against lhalt hcing over, 
crowded. For lha breach of these regula- 
tions, pecuniary penalties are provided ; but 
the mare effective penally will be Ihe entire 
lata or bounty, in the event of the infringe- 
ment of them. The older fuvthcr forbid, 
any conlnscls for service being made until ta 
houra after the emigrant ahall have ectually 
landed — limits Ihe duration of such contract! 

ihe manner of making, en- 
forcing, and run nil I lug them—Mid exempts 
any emigrant from liability to serve In res- 
pect of any debt which he may bare con- 
tracted before reaching Iht l.lahd. 

Such are the main objeels of this order. 
You will promulgate it a. wton is il shall 
reach yon ; but until ynu ahall have received 
intelligence from India or lha repeal of the 
reslriolive laws in fovea there, you will not 
ba able to carry it Into execution, runner 
by tubmitiing it te tha consideration cd 
Ihe Council, and obtaining a vote of money 
conditional opon the passing of a law in 
India, and subject 10 Ike regulations which h 
■ay Impose. 

The system of protection would, however, 
bo defective and Inadequate lo its object, If 
it ihould rest merely on tin provision! ol tliii 
order in Council- Securities will of course 
be also taken by til* '.internment at Indin 

against «ny deception, or ill-u..g* to which 
the emigrant, might be expoied before their 
departure. The Oovernot-Oancval in Counail 
will, of course, determine the nature of those 
■ecuiilles, according lo hit own discretion, 
and with Iht .id of his total knowledge. To 
tho preterlor of rmigiinti the charge and 
eupcritilmdcnee of the whole system will 
probably he com mil led by Ihe law to bemndr 
India, 10 l.r it .vast as enncevus the In- 
terest of the Indian labourer!, while yet re. 
malnlng within their own country. Among 
iht regulation, thus lo br established wilt 
probably he auch aa may ba requiiile for 
maintaining i due proportion or taxes, and 
for preventitig tho improper separatiun or 
families, or lha daatllion nf helpls-u womtil 

and children. 

It remains thai I ihould notice lha pro 
viiimi to ha niadr fee securing toemfgrants 
anivluf from Indiu the meani or return. 
Her Majesty's (iOtornment are af opinion 
thai, In the care nl auch persona, il ia not 
enough lo rely an the forethought and fru- 
gality or ihe emigrant himself tn at cure the 
means of return, ind lo retain Ihe unfettered 
power of aaempTaylnrithem whan the proper 
period .rriveii wc ll.Bil Ihat provision mutt 
be made lor these objects by otber ind 
certain meant. The leeoinpanylhJJ Order in 
Council il silent on the subject, because It 
could not have been adjusted its that Instru- 
ment without the direct imiioailitm by the 
Roys] authority of a local tax, or of ' charge 
on the local revenue, which we are o, course 
anxious if possible 10 avoid. Bui the a*m> 
object may bt effected by witter and lets in> 
oonrenient methods- 

You will not prepote lo the local legisla- 
ture the grim or any turn by way of dot: nit- 
on the Introduction of emigrant* from India, 
nae assent to iny inch giant If pmpoaed by 
any member of that body, unlet. Ihe grant 
be aonnrctcd with the appropriation of such 
a sum sj may be presumably necessary roc 
defraying tha expense of tho return of Ihe 
emigrant after the lapse of five years from 
his arrival. Thus there will be in your hands 
for th* roe ana of defraying: the charge ef the 
return to India of every Indian emigrant who 
nisy have been Introduced at the public ri- 
pens*. But oven this will not be lufllcjeni. 
IJrfrw you assent to any grant of public 
money tbr Ibis errvlee, you must lake cam 
that Ibe grant is connected wilh due legal 
provision, that at the end of Are year, from 
Ihe arrival or eieh Immigrant h* ihould be 
free to quit the colony, notwitliirandlog any 
unflilfilird cneatrementa bv which ha auv 
then be hound Tor Ihe discharge of any nr. 
rice; ao ihat all hiring, must at the arrival at 
that period cease, whatever may be their 
duration, If with t view to but return horn* it 
■hall be the pleasure of the iauaifrant Ihe* 
to bring them to a dole. 

I have entered thus fully Into tha whole ef 
this subject, because It is one of no light im- 
parl inee.and because l he measure new *uopt*d 
may, perhaps, he quoted as a precedent for 
lEmilar Measure* tlaowhare, which would be 
beyond the reach of the principle! on which 
I 1st Majesty . Government hir* acted in thii 
rasa. To prevent, aa fir as possible, any such 
misapprehension, I hare thought it right lo

KAILTVSVa IN IKELAND. 

Mr. P. French moved for a committee 
of the whole house, for addreaiing the 
crown to pratnotc railway communication 
in Irelnnd. The continental governments, 
he said, had assisted thetrown countries in 
the establishment of luch works, and -jrged 
the miaiotry of Sir Robert Peel to apply a 
similar policy to Ireland. 

Mr. Shaw seconded the motion, with 
the view of dissuading his hon. friend from 
pressing hi* motion «t the present time. 
fiJreat laughter.) He wnnaineere, and he 
meant to support his motion, but be felt 
that, if now pressed, it must fail, aa the 
Government would not be likely to do 
otherwiie, in the present state of public 
affairs, than to oppose it. 

Mr. llsdingtou Hill, tliat a vast deal 
was due to Ireland, and greater liberality 
should be displayed in tbe furtherance of 
public works m that country. Considera- 
ble aid might be given by government, 
without making any advance of money. 
In one instance aa otter ol capital had been 
made to complete ■ railway, provided go- 
vernment would secure 4 per cant, upon 
half the capital, taking into their own 
hands a mortgage upon the whole pro- 
perty. 

Lord Eliot was fully alive ta the impor- 
tance of railways In Ireland; though he 
could not look upon it aa t want, such aa 
it certainly had been in a manufacturing 
uoiinlry like England, Be waa unwilling 
to hold out any upectauone by saving 
the government would hold the subject in 
consideration ; for, in fact, the government 
were not prepared to recommend any pro- 
ject of this kind, which would call for ao 
advance of public money, lie was of 
ipplllton that there was no reason whatever 
to despair of railways being constructed in 
Ireland by individual enterprise. Under 
idl the rirtumatanctt he should move the 
previous Question. 

Mr. Q' Council waa of opinion that it 
would be advantageous to Ireland if nil- 
mads wen constructed there under the 
inflection and with the responsibility of 
(lie government. lie regretted, there- 
fofe, what he heard from the noble lord, 
for the report on Irish railways had eaui- 
mnted the profit so low (only 6 percent,) 
to cast a perfect damper opon private 
ruiernrise. At the motion was opposed 
by the government, he hoped his hon. 
frieod would withdraw it. 

After some observations from Captain 
.1 unci, and Mr, 6. O'Brien, 

sir a. reel said, if the government 
e Mild honestly agree to the motion of the 
bun. gentleman, he had no doubt that it 
w ould thereby conciliate great support for 
the government In Inland j hot in the pre- 
sent state of the ttosncesof the country— even 
if such an interference by the government 
were deemed advisable— tbe government 
I'uiild not entertain the proportion. If 
private enterprise ebnink front such pro- 
jects, he doubted the policy of forcing 
arh tpeeulationa by the influence of tfie 
flute. If the people of Ireland would 
target party spirit and party auimonliev 
there waa energy enough to carry out 
railways I torn JliiUiu to Curt, Waterfurd, 
or any other large town, the traffic el' 
vvlia'h might hold forth a reasonable pros- 
per of a profitable return upon the 
cnjiilpl embarked. There could not be 
any abjection In government tuncr- 
iiii.-iiilencf, and with that and the facilities 
.vhicli parliament would give to save the 
v|f'W of private legislation, he felt 
usurer! that there was public spirit and 
enterprise enough in Ireland to furnish 
J i.- requisite capital. 

After a few words from Mr. Valley, 
Lord J. Uussell said, he coincided in 
vtry many of the principle* laid down by 
the right hon. baronet, but still be 
thought the! a lime Slight *mv* when it 
woulQ be right for PerWt.t to take 
jueaauiee for the construction of railway* 
^.Ireland.
